-** Pheir condition sdtially,mentally, and morally is deplorable: Slavery’ has entailed upon then indalond tshnovtbaen, 
and abject poverty. The late war not only laid waste wide régions of territory, but swept’off hundreds‘ of thousands’ of ime. 
Not one-third ‘of ‘the whole Southern population can read: ':Théy have but few:common schools,-and ‘the effort’te establish 
a coinmon~school ‘system, “th most of the Southern States,’ has thus fat been’ tinsuécessful; and everywhere ‘encounters 
unrelenting opposition: ' Religious instruction is toa ‘sad extent given’ by ignorant and inimoral teachers,’ by whom forms, 
creeds, and éxcitement‘have been incnicated 'as'of more: importance thah' piety; and practical ‘morality.’\Do not: facts! Hive 
these show the claims of the poor at the South upon all good ¢itizens and good mem? ‘Shall we neglect these’ needy millions 
in our own land; while: we ‘send ‘missionaries‘and. teachers to the hedthen‘?’* Shalt we not provide common’ schivols' for those 
who aré soon’ by“their votes ‘to exert'’'a powerfal influence upon the character and future of our nation? Can there bea 
more vital question than how to educate and elevate them ? 


It is the aim of the Hampton School to solve this problem. Its design is to train up promising youth, without respect to 
color, and on the soil, to be intelligent, moral, and patriotic citizens, and if found qualified, to fit them to be teachers, 
and leaders, and examples. It provides for them competent and earnest Christian instructors, gives them the best of mental 
and religious culture, and throws around them daily, a refining and elevating social, and moral atmosphere. It also aids 
them to support themselves, and form habits of industry and thrift, of self-reliance and self respect, by furnishing industrial 
employment on the farm and in the work shop for the men, and in housewifery and needle work for the women. 

The location of the School is near Fort Monroe, in South Eastern Virginia, not far from where the waters of the 
Potomac, James, and York Rivers, and of the Chesapeake Bay, and of the Pamlico and Albemarle Sounds, unite and empty into 
the Ocean. The school farm fronts directly on the Hampton Roads, and has a landing of its own. It is thus rendered 
accessible to some of the most densely populated and prospectively wealthy, and important regions in the South, as well as 
to the cities of the northern seaboard. Hampton has long been noted for the beauty of its water view, and as a healthful 
summer resort, on account of sea breezes, and sea bathing, 

The Institute owes its origin to the demand created for teachers by the Freedmen’s Schools. Immediately after Gen. 
Butler’s declaration, that fugitives of slavery were “contraband of war,” vast crowds.of them fled to Hampton. From the 
first they manifested an earnest desire for knowledge, and this led to applications to the American Missionary, and other 
Associations for the means of instruction. Hence, here was established the first of the Freedmen’s Schools in 1861. The 
Butler school house in which this School was taught, is still standing on the farm, with accommodations for 600 pupils. 
Similar schools were soon established elsewhere, the teachers of which were provided by different benevolent Associations, 
mostly from the North. But this was soon felt to be an inadequate and an expensive source of supply. And hence 
the need became apparent of Normal Schools to train up promising youth upon the soil. 

This conviction, together with his familiar acquaintance with the peculiarities and wants of the colored race, suggested 
to Gen. Armstrong, the present Superintendent, the idea of a Normal and Industrial Institute. Being stationed at Hampton 
after the war, in charge of the affairs of the Freedmen’s Bureau at that point, he saw the advantages of the location. 
His views were cordially seconded by the American Missionary Association, through whom a fund left for the benefit of the 
colored race was applied to the purchase of a valuable farm. An act of incorporation by the General Assembly of Virginia 
was securedin the spring of 1868. The school was opened soon after, and from that day its course has been one of 
continued and increasing prosperity. 

The official report of a Board of Visitors in 1868, consisting of President Hopkins, of Williams’ College, Secretary 
Northrup, Alexander Hyde, Esq., and Gen. J. A. Garfield, thus speaks of its condition and prospects: 

“Of these we do not hesitate to speak with satisfaction and high hope. The closing exercises of the school indicated a 
thoroughness and faithfulness on the part of the teachers that nothing but a missionary zeal could have inspired. Hitherto, 
the teachers have all been ladies, and here northern ladies.of high character are doing a most Christian and heroic work, 
looking for their reward in the thanks of the lowly and the smile of Him who came that the gospel might be preached to the 
poor. On the part of the scholars there was indicated a diligence and ns quite remarkable and that would have 
done credit to students similarly situated, of any race or color.”’ ° ° * ° * * 

“We are doing for the freedmen through this institute, with such ES as their condition demands, just what we 
are doing for ourselves in those States which are farthest advanced in education. Fortunate in its position, and comprehensive 
in its aim, the institute’is adapted to do a great work for the African race, both in this, and in their fatherland. It is just 
the agency needed, through which benevolent individuals, and the fund of Mr. Peabody, may work. Jn the plan nothing is 
wanting. To carry tt out executive ability and business talent of a high order will be needed. These we think it-has in those at the 
head of each of the departmenis, and we heartily commend the enterprise to the confidence, to the prayers, and to the 
benefactions of the good people of the whole country.” 

There were in June, 1870, ten teachers. There were seventy-five resident pupils by whom the work of the house and farm 
was performed, the young men receiving for their labor from $6 to $8, and the. young women $6 per month. Fourteen 
undergraduates were engaged in teaching nearly 600 pupils in Hampton and the neighboring counties at salaries of $10 per 
month, and with great success. There are two houses provided for the teachers, and accommodations for 100 boarders. 
During the last year a fine three-story brick school building has been erected, and is nearly paid for. 

The great and pressing want of the School is, sufficient and reliable means of support. Hitherto these have been largely 
drawn from the Freedmen’s Bureau, which exists no longer. The American Missionary Association and the Peabody 
Fund have also aided by appropriations, but these are necessarily limited and cannot to be depended upon permanently. 
There should be permanent funds, the interest of which should be applied to the support of the teachers and pupils. 

To provide these funds, the following suggestions are made: 

‘(ist.) Is there no large-hearted, broad-minded, Christian patriot and philanthropist, who will give a sufficient sum to 
lay a permanent foundation for; and give ayname to this institution, as Washburn, Robert, Cornell, Vassar, and others have 


done for the institutions bearing their names? Can any one do a nobler and more truly Christian, or a ay patriotic work 


than this? Can he erect for himself a more lasting and desirable monument ? 
(2d.) Is there no one who by the donation of $25,000 will endow and name a foundation, the intere¢ of which shall be 


for the support of the superintendent? Or : 
(3d.) Are there not Christian ladies who will consecrate $5,000 or $10,000, and thus provide for tht support of female 


teachers? Or 
(4th.) Will not individuals, or churches, or societies, found and name scholarships by the gift of { ,000 for the annual 


support of one pupil in all coming time? Or 

(5th.) Will not others give $250, the average cost of educating a pupil at the school; and will not many who read 
this appeal give such sums as they see fit toaid in this noble work, assured that there is no way in which a greater amount 
of good can be so surely and cheaply done than by giving a Christian education to poor and deserving ts

Letter from Col. Robert W. Hughes on 


Astnepon, Va., Dec. 11, 1870. 
To the Chairman of the Committee of 
Schools and Colleges : 

Sra—I have been requested, as a trustee 
of the Hampton Normal and Agricultural 
Institute, to attend a meeting of your com- 
mittee on the 16th instant, in the interest 
of that college, with reference to the agri- 
cultoral land scrip ‘granted by the nation 
to Virginia for the promotion of agri- 
cultural education. I find that I am so 
engaged here at this time as to be unable 
to ap before you on the day meb- 
deat beg of you, therefore, the privi- 
lege of presenting some hasty views in 
writing. 

The Hampton N and A. Institute has 
been built up chiefly through benefactions 
from philanthropists at the North, and 
contributions from the Freedmen’s Burean, 
to the value of $125,000. Measures are 
on foot for adding (as is hoped) an endow- 
ment of a bundred thousand dollars to its 
present property from private contribu- 
tions, 

The institution is founded in the interes 
of the colored trace, and is devoted to 
instruction of colored youths of both se¥ 


Its leading aim is, to educate teachera\To 
the colored schools of Virginia and \& 
Southern States. Practically, instractid

The industrial wy Tose cena 
of the institute seems to me to be working 
with decided success. 

I have attended the recitations of the 
classes, and I declare, without hesitation, 
that I have never known a more thorough 
system of teaching than is maintained at 
this college, and that I was surprised at 
the proficiency of the pupils, and the in- 
telligence and spirit which they displayed 
in the various classes. 

With the instruction given in letters, 
are combined lectures on the science of 
agriculture, and practical exercise in the 
most approved methods of field and truck 
farming and dairying. 

This iostitution seems, therefore, to be 
especially adapted to the requirements of 
the colored race, while fulfilling all the 
conditions of the act of Congress, donating 
land scrip for educational purposes in con- 
nection with agricultare, to the States. 

I koow of no other institution of learn- 
ing in the State, munificently endowed and 
organized on a complete foundation, which 
is devoted to the education of the colored 
race and capable of giving thorough in- 
struction to colored youths. As it is no/ 
the policy of the State to squander this 
noble benefaction from the nation, in a 
multitude of small parcels upon many 
feeble colleges, but rather to keep it com- 
pact, and bestow it upon one or two es- 
tablished and well-endowed colleges, I am 
sure that the Hampton Institute is the one 
which ought to receive that portion of thie 
agricultural college land scrip, which shall 
be allotted by the Legislature to the edu- 
cational interests of the colored race. 

[ think it is eminently proper for the 
Legislature, in the dispensation of this 
fund, to be liberal to the colored race of the 
State. I believe that this policy will be 
wise in itself, for obvious reasons which I 
need not set forth ; but it will be more so, 
as calculated to secure from Congress a 
liberal endowment from the public lands 
of the school systems of those States lately 
slave-holding which have been desolated 
by civil war. 

The revelations of the census will show 
an alarming lack of the first elements of 
education among both races in our State. 
The elective franchise having been made 
universal, the contemplation of such a 
mass of ignorance as the census will disclose 
among our voting population will be intol- 
erable to every patriotic citizen of Virginia. 
Education in at least the elementary Eng- 
lish branches, should go band in hand 
with suffrage. Popular education should 


be as universal as popular soffrage. If 


the institutions of free government are un- 
safe under a system of limited suffrage, 
civilization itself is unsafe unless intelli- 
gence be made to accompany the ballot in 
the case of the great mass of voters. 

This is now the prime desideratum io 
our State policy. Our school system must 
be made the leading object of State policy, 
and the recipient of the largest donations 
from the public treasury. 

But our white people are too much im- 
poverished by a devastation of war to 
afford the taxes necessary for the support 
of a popular school system; aod our 
colored people, just emerged from slavery, 
bave no property to be taxed. The sub- 
jugeted white race, no less than the 
emancipated colored race, are, therefore, 
‘wards of the nation ;” more especially so, 
as to the system of uoiversal edecation, 
which bas been rendered necessary by the 
ynauguration of the just policy of univer- 
sal suffrage. 

We have, therefore, an irresistible claim 
— the nation for help in the great cause 
of popular education. It is a claim wjjch 
I do not think the nation, in its conscience, 
will have the courage to deny. It might 
demur to the obligation as to the white 
race; but it cannot disclaim so solemn a 
duty with reference to the colored race. 

I, therefore, most respectfully and ear- 
nestly suggest the observance of a liberal 

licy on the part of our Legislature, in 

towing the agricultural college land 
scrip which Congress bas devoted to Vir- 
ginia, as a means of convincing the nation, 
that any donations of pubiic land which it 
may make for the cause of popular educa- 
tion in the lately slave-holding States, 
would be dispensed with equal justice and 
liberality towards the coloured race, 

I humbly think, that the Legislature 
would act wisely, if it should give half 
this agricultural college scrip to the Ham 
ton Institute; and if it should bestow the 
other half apon some one of the existing 
institutions of learning in Virginia, founded 
in the interest of the white race, wherein 
the science and practice of agricultare are 
taught, as for instance our University at 
Charlottesville whose agricultural school 
has lately received a princely legacy.

Summer Schools can be 
secured, and by three months’ teaching in vacation, undergraduates can earn enough to 
meet a portion of the cash payments required at the Institute. Young men or women 
whose parents desire that they shall not be taken out of school to work, may, upon pay- 
ment of $10.00 per month, attend school without interruption, but will nevertheless be 
required to labor on Saturdays, or at such hours as may be assigned them. LaAsor Is 
REQUIRED OF ALL, for purposes of discipline and instruction. An account is kept with 
each student, and bills are made out and payable at the end of the month. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The term will continue without interruption, except for holidays, from October 2d, 
till the middle of June following. Students are not allowed to remain during vacation. 
Clothing of good quality can be purchased at the Industrial Room, at very reasonable 
rates, and students are recommended to have their garments made to order in that 
department.

Candidates for admission to the Junior class are expected to be able to read and write, 
and to pass a satisfactory examination in Arithmetic through Long Division. _ Sound health, 
testimonials of good character, and intention to remain through the course, are required of all 
applicants. Candidates for admission coming from common schools or from other institutions, 
must present letters of honorable dismission and of recommendation. Preference will always 
be given to those who expect to become teachers. 

The stated time for examination is the first week in October of each year. Parents are de- 
sired to come with their children, so far as practicable. No one under fourteen, or over 
twenty-five years of age, will be admitted to the Junior class. Every. student is, by enrollment, 
committed to the discipline and regulations of the school. ‘Ihe first year is probationary.

Able-bodied young men paces women over eighteen years of age are expected to pay half 
in cash and half in work; that is, $5.00 per month in cash, and to work out the balance. Boys 
and girls of eighteen years and less, are required to pay $6.00 per month. 

The amount of profitable labor being limited, it is desired to extend its advantages as far as 


possible; hence only those who are absolutely unable to pay anything in cash, are allowed to 


work out their whole expenses. A competent seamstress can earn her entire support in the 
Girls’ Industrial Department. Young men or women whose parents desire that they shall 
not he taken out of school to work, may, upon payment of $10.00 per month, attend school 
without interruption, but will nevertheless be required to labor on Saturdays, and at such hours 
as may be assigned them. LABOR IS REQUIRED OF ALL, for purposes of discipline and instruc- 
tion. ‘To this end day scholars are expected to labor at the rate of an hour per day, at such 


industries as may be assigned them. 
Bills are made out and payable at the end of the month. The regular cash payment is to be 


monthly in advance. 


MISCELLANECUS, 


The term will continue without interruption, except for holidays, from October Ist, till the 
middle of June following. Students are not allowed to remain during vacation. Clothing of 
good quality can be purchased at the Industrial Room, at very reasonable rates, and students 
are recommended to have their garments made to order in that department. 

The public school officers and teachers of Virginia are especially invited to bring the advan- 
tages of this Institution before the most promising pupils in the colored schools under their 
charge. 

The avails of one third of the College Land Scrip of Virginia having been given to this 
Institution by act of General Assembly, tuition and the use of public buildings are made free 
to all. 

One hundred students will be received from the public free schools of Virginia at the rate of 
two from each of the forty-three senatorial districts of the State; the other fourteen from the 
State at large. All applications from State students should come through the County Super-

The list WKF 4 
headed “ At Large,” is of those Virginia students who, under the ofta~ 7: 
arrangements made with the Board of Education, are taken from 
the State at large. No recommendations for State students at large 
having been received from the State officers of education, these 
students were selected by the “Principal,” subject to the approval 
of the State Board of Education. 

The avails of one-third of the college land scrip of Virginia 
héving been given to this inetitution by an act of the General As- 
sembly, in accepting the trust reposed in them by the above act, 
the trustees caused to be published in a circular of the institution, 
‘that tition and ase of the public buildings are made free to all, 

‘One hundred students will be received from the public free 
schools of Virginia, at the rate of two from each of the forty-three 
senatorial districts of the State, and fourteen from the State at 
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large. All applications from State students to come through the 
county superivtendents,ef schools,” 

As will be seen by the enclosed list “ A,” twenty-one State stu- 
dents have already been admitted; but a majority of those who 
applied were not received on account of a misunderstanding on 
their part as to the terms on which they are expected to enter. 
They had in many cases supposed that their personal expenses were 
to be defrayed for them, whereas it is only their tuition and room rent 
which are free, the actual cost of their subsistence ($10 per month) 
remaining to be paid either in cash, or one-half in cash, and the 
other half in labor. This expense a comparatively large number 
of them felt unable to meét, and therefore have taken no advan- 
tage of their appointments. 

Although the trustees of this school have not received the bene- 
fits of the grant, they are endeavoring to meet the requirements of 
the act donating the land scrip, both in letter and spirit. 

The general poverty of the colored people of the State has in- 
duced the trustees of the school to secure, from private sources, to 
all students who are not the recipients of State bounty, the same 
aid that is furnished to State stadents by the Commonwealth. 

State students are received to the exclasion of any and all others, 
should such exclusion become necessary. Thirty-four North Caro- 
lina students were rejected for want of room, although they were 
able to pay their expenses, while all Virginia students were re- 
ceived who could pay only one-half their personal expenses, and 
several were admitted who were unable to pay any portion thereof. 
While the trustees have no right to admit students from other 
States, when such admission will be in any way prejudicial to the 
State students from this Commonwealth, that they have no right to 
exclude students from any quarter, ie shown by the fact that over 
two hundred thousand dollars have been expended here, which has 
been contributed from outside of the State for the general benefit 
of the colored race. The State students get the full benefit of all 
endowments and expenditures made for their race in general. The 
students have an opportunity to work out about one-half of their 
personal expenses, thus reducing their cash payments to about five 
or six dollars per month. As all students, however, are under 
the — conditions, what has been said of State students applies 
to all. 

In order to secure to the colored race, in their present condition, 
the utmost possible benefit from this institution, it is necessary that 
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it should bear a much larger proportion of the students’ expenses 
than is usual or necessary at other institutions of similar character. 

We call attention to the enclosed Account Current of the Treas- 
urer, marked “E,” which will inform the House as to the annual 
outlay of the institution. It will be seen that, up to the present 
time, the State of Virginia has not devoted one dollar to this 
work. ; 

Your committee visited the various departments. We found 
everything in perfect order. The students appeared contented and 
happy, and, when talked with privately by members of the com- 
mittee, spoke in the highest terms of the officers and teachers, and 
of their accommodations generally. 

The dining room and kitchen were neat and clean, and the food 
plentiful and wholesome. See list of Boarding Department, 
marked ‘ 0.” | 

We were pained to see that the buildings are not sufficiently 
large to accommodate the large numbers of students at the school. 
Many had to camp out in tents. The trustees propose to erect a 
system of buildings which shall be as complete as anything in the 
South. On this subject we would most respectfully call the atten- 
tion of yourself and the House to the memorial of the trastees, 
asking for an appropriation of fifteen thousand dollars, to aid in 
laying the foundation of the proposed buildings, and most respect- 
fully urge that their petition will be favorably considered.

chance of education. But these boys are strong and full of plack, 
and we can risk for them another winter under canvas, for even 
greater and more pressing is the need of the girls, whose so-called 
dormitory, a long line of barracks, is a relic of the war, and in its 
best days was no fit place for the young women to whom, as yet, |

a building, with a chapel and dining-room must cost us $75,000, 
and, God willing, must be ready for the coming year.
